To Open Season 


More than 200,000 trout fisher- 
men, awaiting the opening of 
Michigan’s 1956 regular trout sea- 
son April 28th, are hoping for 
warmer weather to make its ap- 
péaranicé. 

Trout streams are reported gen- 
erally clear and low, but water 
temperatures are below normal, 
limiting fish activity. 

Successes during the -special 
rainbow trout season which open- 
ed April 14-have been spotty be=- 
cause of low water tempcratures. 
Rainfall, which would warm the 
Streams, has been . insignificant 
and rainbow runs have been 
light. 

Fish workers point out that 
trout activity picks up when 
stream temperatures are above 40 
degrees. At present, water tem- 
peratures are ranging in the mid- 
die 30’s. 

Meanwhile, many trout fisher- 
men are checking up on general 
and local fishing regulations while 
they wait for the season opening. 
A complete summary of fishing 
laws is included in the 1956 Fish 
Law Digest, available from license 
dealers or the Conservation De- 
partment. 

Where regulations allow only 
the use of artificial flies, no sink- 
ers, weights or spinners can be 
used in connoction with the fly.
